‘Three 
months ago the president of the railway com- | 
pany expressed the “hope that the French 
Government would still be persuaded to 
make an immediate and powerful effort 
to obtain satisfaction for the company, 
and thus make it. possible for the en- 
terprise to retain:‘its exclusively French 
character. More recently the French - African 
Committee adopted resolutions\ pointing in the 
direction ; but as yet there has been no public 
indication by the French Government as +0 
whether it is prepared to apply great pressure - 
at Adis Abeba with the object indicated, ér 
whether it intends to accept the advice of the 
principal French Chambers of Commerce that 
it should acquiesce in the proposal for placing: 
the. Ethiopian Railway system under inter- 
national control. Among those who are pressing 
the former solution on the Government, it is 
frankly recognised that French influence alone 
is insufficient to induce the Emperor'to change 

his mind, and the snggestion which is put 
forward is that sincé the establishmint of the 
Anglo-French entente cordiale the Frénch ‘Go- 


Rether | vernment may reasonably invite the -British 


Government not only to abandon the policy 

| whibh it has hitherto supported, but to join 
with France in inducing the Emperor Menelik 
to accede to the French demands. 


Even if the consideration of British interests 
be for the moment left on one side, it is not 
clear what advantage, suflicient to justify 
further pressure being brought on the Em- 
peror Menelik, France -can hope to derive, 
under the changed conditions of to-day, trom 
the maintenance of the -railway as an exclu- 
sively French, enterprise. No doubt if the 
whole of the railway from Djibouti to the west- 
ern frontier of Abyssinia, or even to Adis 
Abeba, were to be exclusively controlled by 
France, it would be a potential instrument for 
the furtherance of French interests. A not un- 
important section of the French public is still 
therefore unwilling to abandon the hope that 
diplomatic action at Adis Abeba may. secure 
the consent of the Emperor to the construction 
of the remaining sections. of the line as an 
exclusively French enterprise. _ ‘The advocates 
of this view suggest that the friendly relations 
now existing between the British and the 
French Governments justify France in asking 
Great Britain not only to abandon the opposi- 
tion which, itis alleged, Sir- John Harrington 
has hitherto shown to the proposals of the 
Ethiopian Railway Company, but eres to 
support those proposals, 

Such a suggestion implies a “aitioat miscon- 
ception of the political conditions at the Abys- 
sinian capital. Apart aitogether trom the atti- 
tude which may have been adupted by the 
British Minister Plenipotentiary and his’ Ita- 
lian colleague, the central fact of the situation 
is that since he became acquainted with the 
terms of the ‘Tilway agreement of 1902 the 


Emperor Menelik is\ himselt firmly and unalter- 
ably opposed to any part of the Abyssinian 
railway system re ining under the exclusive 
control of a single European Power. 'I'here are 


still many Frenchmen who are apparently 
unable to realise what a colossal politival 
blunder that agreement was. ~‘I'he French 
Government insisted on the inclusion of clauses 
which were, in the words of the President ot 
the Ethiopian Railway Company, “obviously 
incompatible with the Sovereign oe of the 
Emperor Menelik.” 

None of the numerous attempts which have 
been made to explain away those clauses, or to 
give them an innocent meaning, have succéeded 
in removing from the mind of the Emperor the 
impression that the ultimate object of French 
policy was to secure at least @ political sphere 
of influence in Abyssinia. British ‘political and 
commercial interests, which it is the primary 
daty of the British Government to safeguard, 
are opposed to the establishment of exclusively 
French control over the railway. But. even were 
the British Government to lend its diplomatic 
support to French pretensions, the only result 
would be to destroy theinfluence which Sir 
John Harrington has succeeded in egtavlishing 
at the Abyssinian Court. Meuelik. would not 
have. far to look for support elsewhere, 
and his notification to the representatives of 
the powers, as announced in to-day’s tele 
grams, shows that he is determined to settle 
the’ question in his own way, as he is wel! 
aware how the influences of European civ! 
lisation, when materialising in the form of 
railways, telegraphs, and financial assistance, 
all provided by. toreigners,.may be turned 
into financial control and industrial domina: 
tion, and finally powerful instruments of poli-

Water was first struck’ on the property of 
the corporation at 25 feet from the surface 


This continually increased in volume to. 


about 100 feet; where it rose-to 15 feet 
from the surface. Other heavy bodies of water 
were met at depths between 100 and 300 feet, 
when the water stood at 10 feet from the 
surface. At about 320 feet water’ was struck 
rising to 24 feet above the surface. The’ water 
in No. 1 borehole at'Khargeh, which has been 
sunk to four hundred feet, is flowing at a 
height of 12-feet above the surface of the 
ground, at the rate of about 150 gallons a 
minute, and increasing... 

There never has been any doubt in the 
minds of those acquainted with the loeality as 
to the practical certainty of finding 
water at a certain depth over the whole area. 
It has, however, been suggested that the avail- 
able supply would not suffice to irrigate the 
vast area of cultivable land known. to*be avail- 
able. ‘The discovery of large bodies of water 
in the strata at moderate depths: rising to 
such .@ depth below the surface as to be easily 
accessible to ordinary sakiehs or pumps, is of 
the highest promise, and if the supplies prove 
to extend over large areas will remove all fear 
of the necessity of leaving these areas un- 
cultivated. Also lands on which it might 
be dangerous to bore artesian wells for fear 
of injure existing supplies can be irrigated 
if th upplies exist nearer the surface. 


It appears that these water-bearing beds’ 


are well known to the natives, but, they: in- 
variably continue to bore until they. reach & 
true artesian supply. 
The discovery of the ancient Roman irriga- 
tion works consisting of lines of subterranean 
channels and wells leading the water from 
higher to lower levels in the extreme north of 
Khargeh, and that this district appears to 
have a considerable water supply. that can be 
reached by ordinary appliances, _ is also of 
importance. This district is some 15 miles in 
length: 1 to 14 in breadth. 

A considerable number of new alum beds 
have been discovered, some portions of which 
contain workable proportions of cobalt. Cobaltic 


alum had previously, been found in Dakhleh 


only, 

Coisiderable beds of phosphates have also 
been discovered in Khargeh as well as in 
Dakhleh. . 

The water supply. at the, Deishar greatly: in-

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NAVIGATION IN 
EGYPT. 


BY SIR HANBURY BROWN, K.C.M.G. 
No. 1. 

‘The importance of developing a country’s 
natural and artificial mears of inland’naviga- 
tion by river and canal, as a method/of increas- 
ing the general prosperity of the people, has 
not received in England the practical recogni- 
tion that it has in most of the other progressive 
nations of the world.‘The Foreign-office Return 
of Inland Navigable Waterways -(1903, Com- 
mercial Papers No. 7) shows what sums con- 
tinental vations and America have been spend 
‘ug of late years to facilitate and cheapen inland 
transport. In most cases it is the State that 
maintains the rivers.and canals as navigable 
routes from public funds, the waterways being 
the “King’s highways” free of toll. For it is to 
the public gain that the cost of transport of all 
kinds of goods should be brought as low as 
possible, and that, therefore, the final price at 
which the goods can be purchased should be a 
minimum. ‘his is one of the possible ways of 
increasing the purchasing power of fixed in- 
comes. 

As Eyypt has not, so far as its inland navi- 
gation is concerned, hitherto been passed in 
review, this article is written as a contribution 
to the collection of facts concerning the policy 
of nations with regard to their inland water- 
borne transport. 

To Professor Flinders Petrie and - other 
eminent Egyptologists may be left the task of 
elicitiug from such records, ‘as they may be 
fortunate enough .to discover and learned 
enough to decipher and interpret, the facts 
about the canals of Menes, Sesostris, Ptolemy 
Pkiladelphus, and others of old time, from B.c. 
2500 until a date. which is too near-to be 
inclidedin the Egyptolcg'st’s range of presby- 
opie vision. But in the time of the prophet 
Ezekiel it appears that Egypt was famed for 
its suilcloth, inasmuch as 'I'yre, which fancied 
herself as “perfect in beauty,” and collected 
the best of everything that could be brought 
from over the seas, used fine linen with 
broidered work from Egypt for her sails. 

It was in A.D. 1843 that the Barrage was 
commenced across the two Deltaic branches of the 
Nile close below its point of bifurcation fifteen 
miles north of Cairo. Until this work was 
constructed, the Nile and its northern branches 
were free as the Creator made them, and no 
artificial obstructions of a material nature 
impeded the river traffic anywhere. Besides-the 
actual river and its branches, there were other 
channels which, becoming navigable in the flood’ 
season, were used by native.craft. ‘lhese were 
spill channels, traversing the Delta, which had 
once, perhaps, béen branches of the Nile, but 
which were silted up to such an extent that 
their beds were left high and dry in summer 
when the river levels fell low. The Bahr Yusuf, 
in Middle Egypt, was another such channel, 
ruuniug in a serpentiye course aloug more than 
one hundred milés of the’ Nile valley “to the 
point where it enters the Fayoum throughanold 

‘regulating bridge which’ boats could not pass. 

. Misled by its name and Arabic tradition,- some 
romance writers have ascribed the digging of 
this canal to thé patriarch Joseph, together 
with many other remarkable achievements not 
mentioned in Holy Writ;: whereas the truth 
is that the channel has been naturally formed 
by the overspill of the annual flood finding its 
way northward along the lite of least resistance. 
‘There was, in fact, nothing artificial about it 
except a comparatively short length of channel 
near Derit el Sherif, that was dug to give:the 
natural chanuel a more favorable. connection 
. with the Nile, in order that the flood water 
’' might enter earlier and in greater volume. The 
" original artificial connection is now abandoned, 

itsplace having been takey first by a canal 
with its mouth at Manfalout, and later on by 
the existing Ibrahimieh Canal with its mouth at 
Assinut. 

‘he Nile, as a navigable river, has been 
affected unfavorably by building across it 
railway and roadway bridges which are too low 
for any but the smallest craft to pass under, 
and those only during the times of low water. 
Large boats have to await the fixed time when, 
. for short pericds, the turning part of the bridge 
is swung open to let them through. ‘This, as a 
rule, takes place twice a day for an hour, or 
less, at atime. Another change, ofa nature 
unfavorable to navigation in the Deltaic 
branches, arises from the operation of the Delta 
Barrage, the lowering of the gates of which in

summer deprives the two arms of the river | 


belowit Of water, andso renders them absolutely 
uunavigable (except near the sea) from-March 
to July; but.in compensation, artificial lines of 
' navigation with a more reliable supply have 
been provided as a substitute. 

On the other hand, the navigation of the 
Nile above the, Delta Barrage vhas been 
atiected favorably by the construction of 
_ the Barrage and by its efficient working, in- 
asmuch as dep water is now constantly main- 
tained, even in summer, between Cairo and ! 
the Barrage, and so Cairo is in navigable 
communication all the year round .by way of 
artificial water-routes with Alexandria, Rosetta, 
Damietta (with an exception noted below), 
Ismailia and elsewhere ; whereas’ in pre-Barrage 
days, the summer level of the Nile at Cairo 
sometimes fell so low that, if old records are 
to be trusted, women and children were seen 
to walk acros# the river opposite Boulac. In’ 
those days the river discharge was not con- 
fined to the contracted and, therefore deep 
channel in-which it flows now-a-days under 
Kasr-el-Nil bridge and past Cairo. 

A more recent improvement in the navigs : 
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formed by the Dam the summer discharge of the 


Nile be'ow the Dam is increased. But, in order 


to fill the reservoir, the river discharge must 
be drawn upon; and consequently lessened, 
during the winter’ months. There is, however, 
always more than enough water in the Nile 


during winter to permit of its reduction |. 


without much inconvenience being felt; and 
the addition in summer is most valuable, as it 
is then that navigation difficulties are greatest. 
There is thus a decided net gain to native 
traflic which is on the move in summer as well 
as winter. But it is possible that the reduction 
of the winter discharge may, in low Nile years, 
be-felt as a slight drawback by the tourist 


| steamer traffic, though only to the extent of 


requiring greater care on the part of the native 
pilots.

CAIRO S.P.C.A.’s REPORT.. 


PROVINCIAL BRANCHES. 


The Mansourah branch of the 8.P.C.A. 
was formed on October 12, 1904. 72 animals |, 
were admitted to the infirmary between that 
date and the close of the year. The balance 
in hand on December 31 was L.E. 326. This 
is remarkably satisfactory, and/is due to the 
great liberality shown by prominent residents 
in the amount of their subscriptions and 
donations, which, together, amounted to over 
L.E. 350. 

A branch, of the society was formed at 
Assiout on June 23.. 168 animals were treated 
during the latter half of tha year. Donations 
and subscriptions to the amount... of L.E. 130 
were received by the honorary treasurer, and 
the branch is in a very efficient state. 

The Zagazig branch of the S.P.C.A. was 
fornied on September 28, and 80 animals had 
been treated up to the close of the year.’ L.E. 
282 were subscribed during the same. period, 
and the year closed with a balance of LE. 56. 
In reporting the result of the work of the 


society during the past year, the Moudir of 


Gharbieh draws attention to the services 
rendered by various members of the com- 
munity of Zagazig in connection with the 
formation of the branch. He particularly 
mentions . the Austro-Hungarian consular 
agent, the director of the water.company, and 
Dr. Hassanein Effendi Taher, the veterinary 
surgeon of the Moudirieh. 

40 animals were ‘treated at the Tantah 
Infirmary during the past year. Over LE, 200 
were subscribed during 1904, which closed with 
a balance of LE. 73.

The great object of the Institute should be. 
to help young men of all creeds and nationali- 
ties to lead healthy lives, morally and physic- 
ally, and to provide them with some of the 
many aids towards mental improvement that 
are at present so well supplied in most of the 
towns of Europe ‘and America—and are at 
present so entirely lacking. 

There must be a sufficiency ot public-spirited 
men in the country to take this work up and 
carry it through,and I have no doubt that Mr. 
Sims will find that to. such men the narrow 
bigotry he has exposed is not only foreign, but 
in all probability will only serve to stimulate 
facie efforts ; for assuredly if there is any 
spirit that it is desirable to oppose to the 
utmost by: every true man, Christian or 
otherwise, it is that of Mr. Sims’ opponents.—
